Florence and the Adriatic coast. 

The R.A.F. raiders opened their 
attack late Monday night and con- 
tinued to pound the enemy ports 
for five hours. 


SINK 4 NAZI SHIPS 


Other raiders attacked shipping 
off the Yugoslav coast, sinking four 
enemy vessels. Two Allied planes 
were lost in the day and night 
operations, while one German plane 
was shot down by a French coastal 
air force pilot between Spain and 
North Africa. 

On the Anzio beachhead, British 
troops drove off one Nazi patrol of 
platoon strength in the sector 
southwest of Aprilia, and American 
skirmishers ambushed a_ small 
enemy raiding party three miles 
west of Littoria, killing three men, 
wounding two others and capturing 
a sixth. 

German troops attempted a 
minor attack against Italian-held 
Positions on Mount Marrone, 16 
miles northwest of Cassino, but 
were beaten off after suffering 
light casual es.

Plan to Ask Appointinent 
Of Labor Commissioners 


In Freed Axis Territories 


MONTREAL, April 11.— 


(CP)—The international labor 


office announced last night the international conference open- 


ing at Philadelphia, April 20, 


would be asked to recommend 


that United Nations labor commissioners be appointed in 
Axis territories liberated by the United Nations. 


The proposal is contained in a 
draft resolution prepared by the 
1.L.0, for presentation to the con- 
ference. Other recommendations 
in a report on “present and post- 
war social policy” cover wage 
controls, resoration of interna- 
tional trade, availability of raw 
materials and registration of and 
publicity for cartel agreements. 
The draft resolution on policy in 

liberated areas calls for immediate 
liquidation of the German labor 
front and elimination from posts in 
the labor and social administration 
of all persons “who were conspicu- 
ously and actively identified with 
the former totalitarian regimes.” 


APPOINT OFFICIALS 


Dr. C. Sansom 
Again Heads 
Teachers’ Assn. 


CALGARY, April 11—(CP)— 
Dr, Clarence Sansom, of the Pro- 
vincial Normal school, Calgary, 
was re-elected president of the 
Alberta Teachers’ association, 
which is holding its Easter con- 
vention here for the first three 
days of this week.

Labor commissioners should be 
appointed as soon as the occupa- 
tion of Axis territory appears im- 
minent, the resolution said. These 
commissioners would be respon- 
sible for the administration of 
labor laws and regulations and, 
subject to military exigencies, 
would have the power to modify 
existing regulations and promul- 
gate new ones. 

On the question of cartels, the 
resolution noted “marked differ- 
ences of opinion” with regard to 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of international industrial agree- 
ments and expressed the belief 
that such agreements “may have 
widespread repercussions on pro- 
duction, prices and standards of 
living.” 

For that reason, the resolution 
states, the conference considers 
that the full searchlight of publicity 
should be directed on the existence 
and operation of such agreements” 
and urges that arrangements be 
made for the registration of all 
such agreements with “an appro- 
priate international authority” 
which would publish periodic re- 
ports on cartel agreements. 


SETTLE TRADE BALANCES 

Another clause of the resolution 
proposed that the conference go 
on record as attaching “great im- 
portance to the establishment at 
the earliest possible moment of 
effective international machinery 
for settling balances arising out of 
international trade and other trans- 
actions and for maintaining stabil- 
ity in rates of exchange.” 

Establishment of machinery for 

“promoting international move- 
ments of capital” full employment 
and higher living standards 
“should be regarded as the prim- 
ary objective.” 

The resolution recommends also 
the establishment of international 
machinery to ensure the constant 
availability of raw imaterials and 
foodstuffs “at prices which give a 
reasonable return to the efficient 
producer and are held sufficiently 
stable to afford protection against 
major short-term fluctuations in 
supply or demand.” 


POST-WAR GONTROLS 

Of post-war controls, the draft 
resolution says that “so long as 
shortages exist,’ governments 
should “maintain such financial and 
economic controls — for example 
price and exchange controls and 
rationing—as may be necessary to 
prevent inflation and should avoid 
such precipitate reductions as might 
lead to inflation.” 


TO ASK PROTECTION 
FOR REICH’S WORKERS 
PHILADELPHIA, April 11.— 
(AP)—Edward J. Phelan, director 
of the International Labor Office, 
told a press conference yesterday 
that delegates to the 26th regular 
session of the International Labor 
Conference here April 20 will be 
osked to adopt a convention bind- 
ing Germany to make good all 
social security payments made by 


displaced laborers working in 
Germany during the war. « 
The United Nations’ relief and 


rehabilitation administration is re- 
sponsible for transporting such 
workers back to their home coun- 
try, Phelan said, and it will be up 
to the I.L.O, to protect their insur- 
ance rights, He pointed out that 
Germany used social security pro- 


visions as inducement to foreign 
workers. 
A convention, in international 


labor office procedure, is intended 
to become a treaty, Phelan said, and 
its adoption obliges all delegates 
to bring the recommendation before 
national authorities. 


NO WORD FROM U.S. 

Phelan said he has not yet been 
notified of a United States delega- 
tion to the conference, nor has he 
heard whether the Soviet Union 
will be represented. While Russia 
is not a member of the LL.O., 
Phelan said, “We have neglected no 
means of letting Russia know she | 
would be very welcome.” 


Twenty-six countries, including 
Great Britain, Canada, China, Ar

American republics have named 
their delegations, Phelan said, add 
ing that he expected about 40 coun- 
tries would be represented’ by 
worker, employer and government 
representatives.

Unneutral Neutrals 


American Secretary of State Hull minc- 
ed no words in condemning the unneutral 
practice of neutral countries in extending 
aid to the Axis. His firm resolution to deal 
with these countries will be applauded in 
every Allied nation. 

But the secretary’s stand would have 
been much more effective in stopping these 
practices and much more reassuring to 
our own people had he been a little more 
definite in forecasting just what he pro- 
posed to do about them. 

The laying down of high-minded prin- 
ciples is an imposing performance in peace 
times. It does not accomplish very much 
in times of war. 

The influence the Axis exercises over 
the fascist-biased nations is exercised on 
the basis of specific threats. Nazi Germany 
has never been vague about what will 
happen to countries who fail to carry out 
her will. Only specific threats and concrete 
proposals are able to successfully counter 
the Axis influence. 

It is rather a pity Mr. Hull was not 
equally specific and concrete. 

Vague menaces of displeasure are too 
reminiscent of the mandate era when all 
the world condemned Italy for bedevilling 
Ethiopia and then stood aside and watched 
her do it. 

The neutral nations remember that as 
well as ourselves.

Who is the Guarantor? 


Prime Minister De Valera has address- 
ed an appeal to the belligerent powers, 
asking that Rome be spared from attack. 
At Ottawa, Mr. Dorion, member for Char- 
levoix-Saguenay, asked the Government 
for assurance—which he didn’t get—that 
Canadian troops will not be used in attack- 
ing or bombing the city. 

Both these gentlemen know that there 
will be no attack on Rome if it is shown 
that the city is in fact demilitarized by the 
removal of enemy military establishments 
and the re-routing of military supplies, 
They know equally well that no sane man 
responsible for the conduct of the war 
could take the word of any Nazi official 
from Hitler down that this has been done. 

Since they are so anxious that Rome be 
spared the destruction heaped upon Lon- 
don and Berlin, why are not Mr. De 
Valera and Mr, Dorion busying themselves 
to find some trustworthy neutral who will 
satisfy himself and satisfy the Allied Gov- 
ernments that demilitarization has actually 
been carried out if and when that is done? 

Begging the Allies to not do what they 
have no desire to do, and certainly will not 
do unless military necessities demand, is 
neither an effective way to protect the city 
nor a convincing way of showing that the 
safety of Rome is the only object the plead- 
ers have in mind. The way to get results 
is to provide a dependable sponsor who 
will say if and when Rome has in fact been 
converted into an open city. 


Real Post-War Planning 


From San Diego comes word that a new 
airliner providing accommodation for 48 
passengers will take off on trial flights 
about Ma Ist. The plane will have a cruis- 
ing range of 4,000 miles. It will weigh 
65,000 pounds. Such is the trend of de- 
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signs for post-war air carriers; bigger 
planes, carrying heavier loads, to be suc- 
ceeded in the process of evolution by still 
bigger planes carrying still heavier loads. 
The growth of the steamship and the loco- 
motive will be matched by the growth in 
size, carrying capacity, and weight of their 
overhead rival. 

A point to note is that the total weight 
of a piane and its load is carried on three 
wheels, or on two wheels and a tail-skid. 
At rest, the entire weight is supported on 
six or eight square feet of the runway. 
In landing there is an, impact of tons, the 
number of tons depending on the weight 
and the angle at which contact is made, In 
taking off, the heavier the plane the longer, 
as well as the stronger the runway must 
be. 

That is why at Edmonton and stopping 
places on the Northwest air route the Dom- 
inion Government is to spend this year 

' millions of dollars making runways strong 
enough and long enough to accommodate 
the winged mammoths which the designers 
are planning for the post-war time. The 
“big fellows” will be coming this way, and 
facilities have to be provided before they 
get here.

Confused With Approval 
And Disapproval by 


Public 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 


If there is much public confusion 
regarding American foreign policy, 
it can be partially explained by the 
use we have made of the recogni- 
tion or non-recognition of govern- 
ments, 

In traditional diplomatic proced- 
ure, it is the custom to recognize 
the government I 
of another state | ** 
without any im- fof 
plications of ap- | 
proval ‘or disap- | 
proval. The ques- 
tion is only whe- 
ther a govern- 
ment is, in pow- 
er. To be in pow- | 
er means to con- i 
trol the major ™ 
part of a state's Dorothy 
territory, enforce Thompson 
its laws—whatever they are, and 
however they may be made—and 
be in effective control of the dip- 
lomatic machinery, 

The advantage of this standard 
is that it can be exactly applied. 
There are practical reasons for it: 
Every state needs to maintain rela- 
tions with the effective govern- 
ment. Every state has to protect 
its own citizens and their legitim- 
ate interests in every other state. 

This principle of procedure is so 
well established that the severance 


of diplomatic relations between 
states is commonly considered a 
prelude to war. 


x * & 


However, the United States, be- 
fore this administration, but in- 
creasingly under it, has developed 
another practice: To recognize or 


not recognize as an indication of 
approval or disapproval. It has 
been applied without reference to 
intended action. We are not 
unique in this, though few states 
have indulged in it as we have. 


The outstanding case is the Sov- 
iet Union, which has been effec- 
tively in power since 1920, Yet we 
did not recognize the Soviet gov- 
ernment until 1933—although for 
nine years previous, We had car- 
ried on financial negotiations with 
a government theoretically non-ex- 
istent. The same attitude was 
adopted by other states and con- 
tributed to the all but neurotic 
fear of the Soviet government of 
the western powers. This pro- 
cedure was the more preposterous 
in that Communist parties, affili- 
ated with and directed by Moscow 
existed in most countries, and 
were the chief argument for non- 
recognition, whife the Soviet gov- 
ernment supported these parties as 
the only means it had of influenc- 
ing the policies of other countries. 
The dissolution of the Comintern 
is a logical result of the re-estab- 
lishment of normal diplomatic re- 
lations. There is no doubt that 
Stalin would rather negotiate with 
Mr. Hull than with Browder. There 
is also no doubt that this is bet- 
ter for us.

Now the converse of disapproval 
is approval. If non - recognition 
means we disapprove, then recog- 
nation obviously means that we ap- 
prove. 

Other nations, which do not use 
diplomacy in quite this fashion, are 
therefore entitled to draw deduc- 
tions. We did recognize the Hitler 
government. We did so even though 
the Hitler government was doing 
what the Soviets were doing—or- 
ganizing supporters of its own pol- 
icy inside other states, even inside 


our own. How could Hitler fail to 
deduce that we were more opposed 
to the Soviets than to him? 

We had the dubiously legalistic 
argument that the transition from 
the Weimar republic to the Third 
Reich was “constitutional.” 

But this same argument failed 
in the case of France. There the 
consitutional government was loy- 
alist. Yet we recognized Franco's 
government once it was in effective 
control—through coup- d'etat and 
civil war. 

Under these conditions it is no 
wonder that many Americans ac- 
cuse the state department of being 
pro-Fascist. 

Actually it is no more pro-Fascist 
than I am. But we have gotten our- 
selves into a dilemma by having not 
one principle, but two, and apply- 
ing them more or less arbitrarily.

At this moment there are four 


diplomatic situations in which we 
are applying one principle or the 
other—or mixing both. 

We have refused to recognize the 
| government of the Argentine. It has 
come into power by the 
means as many other Latin Amer- 
ican governments—by coup d'etat. 
But this particular coup d'etat we 
don’t approve of. 


However, we also do not approve 
of what the government of Eire is 
doing, and we have sent a sharp 
diplomatic note demanding a re- 
interpretation of the traditional 
principles of neutrality. Yet al- 
though we have been defeated, we 
recognize the government of Mr 
De Valera. 


Then there is the government of 
Marshal Badoglio. There we appar- 
ently apply both principles—recog- 
nition and non-recognition. We 
have turned over the theoretical 
admiinstration of southern Italy to 


same | 
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him, but at Moscow we announced 
our intention to support a reform of 
|his government, and we have indi- 
cated displeasure at full recogni- 
ltion by the Soviet government. 

Finally, we have failed to recog- 
nize that General de Gaulle heads 
even a provisional government for 
France, in spite of the fact that he 
is in effective control of French 
Africa. Our failure to recognize him 
would not have equal importance, 
however, if we had not made recog- 
| nition or non-recognition a badge of 
‘approval or disapproval.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Italian Civilians Fail to 
Co-operate With Our 
Troops 

By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—A factor which 
has worried President Roosevelt 
about the Italian stalemate is the 

Italian political situation. Also, it 

has not alleviated his irritation with 


both Churchill and Stalin for help- 
ing to continue the Badoglio re- 
gime. 

Most people don’t realize it, but 
Italian civilians . a 
are simply not |% Al 
aiding the Allies. | 
This is in contrast 
to the earlier days 
of the Italian in 
vasion, when civ 
jlians penetrated 
the German lines 
and were an ex- 
tremely imp ort- 
ant factor in the 
Allied advance. 

In fact, some ex- 
perts believe that 
Naples might have held out a 
month longer than it did if Italian 
youths had not slipped over to the 
American lines at night to . get 
amunition and then returned to 
sabotage and harass the Nazis from 
the rear. They came literally beg- 
ging for hand grenades to throw 
at the Nazis,

Today, this anti-Nazi hostility is | 


over, and we are getting little help 
from Italian civilians. Further- 
more, there is a growing restless- 
ness against the Allies in Southern 
Italy. 

This is partly due to the fact 
that we have kept in power the 


former trappings of Fascism— 
namely, King Victor Emmanuel 
and Marshal Badoglio. It is also 


due to the bungling methods of 
AMG (Allied Military Govern- 
ment) and, finally, it is due to the 
difficult task of importing enough 
food. 

AMG, according to grapevine re- 
ports, got off to a bad start when 
it was placed under Lord Ren- 
nell of Rodd, a former J, P. Mor- 
gan partner, which firm was once 
Mussolini’s banker and still has 
around $60,000,000 outstanding as 
interest on a loan, 

The U.S. Army had trained a 
number of military governors at 
the University of Virginia, but the 
President once made the crack 
that the school was packed with 
Wall Street brokers. (Selection of 
students for the governors’ school 
has since changed), 

At any rate, even Secretary Hull 
now says that conditions inside 
occupied Italy are no'worse, as he 
puts it, than during the German 
occupation. This is a serious ad- 
mission and a long way from mak-

Italo-Americans 

Only a few on the inside know it, 
but part of our political failure in 
Italy, now contributing to the Ital- 
ian stalemate, goes back to this 
government's failure to work with 
Italo-Americans here at home. With 


several million patriotic Americans 
of Italian descent anxious to get 
their relatives in Italy to help the 
Allies, Washington officials have 
completely fumbled the ball. 

Inside story of what happened 
goes back to last summer, when 
New York Supreme Court Justice 
Ferdinand Pecora, Massachusetts 
Superior Court Justice Felix Forte, 
Philadelphia's Judge E. V. Ales- 
sandroni, and several other Italo- 
American leaders, met with this 
columnist and with Sumner Welles, 
then Undersecretary of State, re- 
garding propaganda plans to help 
take Italy out of the war in a hurry. 

This was at about the time Sic- 
ily was invaded. These Italo-Am- 
erican leaders proposed: (1) to 
broadcast messages fo Italy urging 
their friends and relatives to help 
the Allies; (2) to raise about $20,- 
000,000 in the United States from 
Italo-Americans to help feed and 
clothe the Italian people, thus 
freeing the U.S. Government of a 
considerable burden. 

It was hoped that this gift from 
Italo-Americans direct to the Ital- 
ian people would lift Italian morale 
and help unite Italy behind the Al- 
lies, Italo-Americans also hoped { 
that the Italian people might avoid 
the bickering of the French, and 
they proposed taking into their 
American committee for Italian 
democracy persons from all walks 
of Italo-American life—from radi- 
cals to reactionaries. 

The committee included, there- 
fore, Luigi Antonini of the Amer- 
ican Labor Party on one side and, 
on the other, wealthy Generoso 
Pope, publisher of Il Progresso.

However, to raise money for a} 
foreign country in wartime requ!is 
state department sanction, and here 
the committee struck a snag, Char- 
ley Taft, brother of the senator and 
in charge of such state department 
matters, refused to approve the 
drive to raise $20,000,000 until cer-

He wanted to include Hollywood 
actor Don Aimeche, child specialist 
Angelo Patri, and orchestra leader 
Arturo Toscanini. No one objected 
to their inclusion, though Patri and 
Toscanini are rather old for a 
strenuous money-raising campaign.

However, Taft also wanted to bar 
Generoso Pope for serving on the 
committee, because Pope was once 
decorated by Mugsolini and was 
considered pro-Fascist. 

Instead, Taft proposed Winthrop 
Aldrich, of the Chase National 
Bank, and Thomas Lamont, of J. P. 
Morgan & Company, serve to help 
raise funds. Then, much to Tait’'s 
embarrassment, he discovered that 
Aldrich and Lamont also had been 
decorated by Mussolini. 


Finally, it leaked out that the real 
fight was between the Sidney Hill- 
man and David Dubinsky wings of 
the American Labor Party. Both 
have a great many Italian workers 
in their two unions—the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers 
(Dubinsky) and the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers (Hillman). Taft 
had been attorney for Hillman’s 
union, a fact which caused Italian 
leaders in the Dubinsky camp to 
hurl charges of bias against him. 


Taft tried to be fair, but he was 
not firm. Instead of cracking heads 
together and getting unity through 
tough tactics, he has let the dispute 
drag on for months. 


Meanwhile, the lift to morale in- 
side Italy has been lost, the Ital- 
ian people have become apathetic, 
don’t care much whether they are 
under the Allies or the Germans, 
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overlook the most important fact of 
all. That is the almost unbeliev- 
able progress that has been made 


toward ‘understanding since the 
anti-Hitler coalition came _ into 
being. 


A simple way of measuring the 
‘distance we have come along the 
road to understanding is to look 
back upon our starting point. Con- 
sider, for example, the case of Rus- 
sia in relation to the rest of the 
world, 

Czarist Russia disappeared with- 
out the shedding of many liberal 
tears. But when the Bolshevik 
regime took over we were in the 
midst of a dreadful war. One of 
its first acts was to negotiate a 
separate peace with Germany, a 
peace which released vast num- 
bers of German soldiers for fight- 
ing on the western front. This 
single act by the Russians set in 
force currents of hatred which 
flowed on for years. 

Nor was this by any means all 
The Russian regime suppressed 
|the church, it liquidated private 
industry and private property. It 
repudiated the foreign debts in- 
}eurred by the Czar. It set up a 
| dictatorship which was a complete 
negation of democracy. It sent its 
agents through the whole outside 
world in an effort to stir up revo- 
lution and establish Communist 
dictatorships. 
| The effect of these actions was 
|to provoke a deep and burning 
{hatred of everything Russian, The 
|Russian regime became the sub- 
ject of 20 years of religious war 
which was waged by important 
elements in all the outside coun- 
tries. 


* * * 


The other side is equally bleak. 
|One of the factors which has out- 
| weighed all others in the crea- 
|tion of bitter hatred in Russia for 
|the outside world was foreign in- 
jtervention in Russia after the 
|revolution, In 1918 the British 
government, on advice from Mr. 
Winston Churchill who was then 
secretary of war, poured troops 
and materials into northern Rus- 
|sia, This force, first under Major- 
General Poole and later under 
Major-General Ironside, eventually 
numbered more than 18,000 Brit- 
ish and 5,000 Americans, It over- 
threw the local Soviet at Archangel 
and set up a provisional White gov- 
ernment. In the Far East, British, 


American, French and Japanese 
forces occupied eastern Siberia, 
The Czech legions controlled west- 
ern Siberia, and with British help 
Admiral Kolchak set up a pro- 
visional government at Omsk. 

In European Russia, the Allies 
helped General Deniken, General 
Yudenich wrested Esthonia from 


Russia with the aid of British 
equipment. In 1921 it was the 
French general, Weygand, who 


played a major role in the Polish- 
Russian war for Poland. 

We have seen something in this 
war of the Russian love for their 
native land and their reaction to 
foreign invasion. The effect of the 
Allied intervertion in Russia was 
to create the impression among 
Russians that their country lived 
in constant threat of invasion from 
the capitalist powers whose one 
goal in life was to destroy the 
Soviet system. 

\ The Russians never were allowed 


to forget foreign intervention in 
1918, nor the Allied blockade of 
Russia in 1919, nor the ‘“eredit 


blockade” that extended well into 
the 1920's, 


* * * 
So much for Russia. The rela- 
tions between Britain and the 


United States, between the United 
States and the world, between Bri- 
tain and France, were only better 
on a comparative basis. Every- 
where there was questioning of 
motives and uneasy suspicion. 


Yet in the little more than two 
year's that have elapsed since Pearl 
Harbor, tremendous strides have 
been made in the immense job of 
liquidating distrust and forging 
bonds of real friendship. 

True, we have not yet obtained 
complete success in these matters, 
True, differences still crop up, 
True, there is still in some quare 
ters a trace of animosity and sus- 
picion, Yet even if these differ. 
ences, these suspicions, these hat- 
reds were many times more im- 
portant, they would still be out- 
weighed by the positive gains that 
have been made since this war 
began. Hatreds which ran so deep 
for so long cannot be liquidated 
overnight, It takes time, a long 
time. The important point is that 
the process of liquidation is oper- 
ating on all fronts. That is a point 
always to remember when the 
minor difficulties erupt, as they 
will from time to time. 


Functions of New Bank Defined 


To Dovetail Activities With 
Existing Agencies of 
Credit 

By B. T. RICHARDSON 
OTTAWA. In providing a 
source of capital for small indus- 
tries, the proposed Industrial De- 
velopment Bank will dovetail its 
activities with existing agencies of 
industrial credit. The I.D.B., said 


Dr. W. C, Clark, deputy minister 
of finance, before the banking and 
commerce committee, will be con- 
cerned with “marginal and residual 
industrial enterprises.” 

As a subsidiary of the Bank of 
Canada, the I.D.B. will represent 
an extension of the use of central 
bank resources into the field 
commercial banking. But only 
where the commercial leaders, due 
to the risk and due to the long 
term of credit required, operate 
only to a limiied extent, The loan 
business intended, said Dr. Clark, 
“is a type which private institu- 
tions, as we have set them up in 
this country, are not equipped to 
do and probably should not do,” 
He described I.D.B. as “a non- 
profit-making institution which 
goes out to render a service that 
is needed rather than to mniake 
profits primarily.” Neither he, nor 
Graham Towers, who will be presi- 
dent of I.D.B., anticipated substan- 
tial losses. 

Their argument is that in an 
expanding economy after the war, 
enterprises financed by I.D.B. will 
succeed, If the economy does not 
expand, it might be added, more 
than the accounts of the new bank 
may turn sour, In the selection of 
credit risks to be shouldered by 
the 1.D.B., reliance must be placed, 
as in all 
the soundness of the judgment of 
its responsible officers, These will 
be Mr. Towers and a board of 
fifteen directors, all of the Bank 
of Canada, In a long debate, only 
one M.P., Mr. Jackman, the To- 
ronto Conservative—and incident- 
ally manager of two small invest- 
ment companies—felt he could rely 
on “no-one in the Bank of Canada” 
to judge credit risks,

Win Strike for More Money 


NEW YORK, April 


11—(AP)—Striking grooms at 


Jamaica won their fight for more money Monday when the 
State Racing Commission approved a track-proposed plan 
to boost purses $100 on each race, the extra money to be 
used to pay the boys who escort horses to the paddock. 


The grooms, seeking $5 for each * 


horse led to the paddock and $15 
for each winner, held up Satur- 
day’s opening event into a one- 
horse affair. 

The betting cancellation on the 
race led to a refund of $112,933, $65,- 
904 of which was on the daily 
double. 

Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman 
of the commission, said the purse 
increase would be effective immed- 
iately and would be added to al) 
purses up to $5,000, at all New York 
tracks. 

The crowd of 30,340, irked by the 
controversy and elimination of the 
first race, held back on the second- 
race betting but finally poured its 
money into the pari-mutuels at the 
tune of $1,742,468.

Is Emphasized 


“Every person should have a 
chest X-ray to make sure he has 
not contracted tuberculosis,” said 
Miss Anne Grant, Ottawa, field 
secretary of the Canadian Tuber- 
culosis Assoication, who arrived 


in Edmonton Tuesday on her an- 
nual tour of Canada. 


“There is every advantage in 
knowing whether one has or has| 
not tuberculosis. If one has not 
tuberculosis, and there are 999 


chances out of 1,000 that such is the 
case, then one can be happy. If one 
has it, then the sooner treatment is 
started the better for the patient 
and for everyone with whom he 
comes in contact,” said Miss Grant 

Miss Grant is conferring with the 
Kinsmen Club Christmas Seal 
Committee in the city to discuss 
preventitive work. She has been in 
Regina where a mass X-ray is being 
undertaken which will X-ray 58,000 | 
people in search of hidden tuber- 
culosis. 

The Canadian Tuberculosis Asso 
ciation takes the greatest satisfac 
tion in the fact that Alberta is wid- 
ening its preventive program all the 
time, Miss Grant said. The travel 
ling unit, put in operation in 1943 
has already shown the wisdom of 
searching for and finding TB before 
it is suspected. 

The importance of finding TB} 
early cannot be overestimated, in 
jthe -opinion of the association 
Twenty years ago when most cases 
}of TB were advanced before they 
were discovered it was estimated 
| that the average patient infected 
five other people while he himself 
was ill, probably dying. 

If the case is found early, before 
any symptons appear, the patient's 
recovery is easier and _ people 
around are not endangered.

And Mine

It's always so disappointing to a 
parent, when her friends or new ac- 
quaintances come to call, and the 
children cannot be induced to greet 
them. Janie, who at other time, is a 
torrent of talkativeness, hangs her 
head, hides her face and will not 
utter a sound. 

Later when her mother said, 
“Why wouldn't you come and talk 
to Mrs. Foy? She is one of moth- 
er's friends and I wanted her to like 
you,” the child said quickly, “But 
I didn’t know her.” 

We should prepare children for 
the ceremmy of being introduced 
and tell them the words they are 
to say in response, When mother 
says, “Mrs. Foy, this is my daugh- 
ter Janie,” then Janie js to say, 
“How do you do, Mrs. Foy.” 

It would be helpful to practice 
such mannerly ceremonies with the 
dolls.

For a chicken, as with other 
roasts, good carving is vital 
to avoid waste! 


The first essential for carving 
poultry is the same as any other 
meat—a sharp knife!

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Anti-Mosquito 
Drive Meeting 
Several ‘Snags’ 


City council Monday night em- 
powered the city commissioners 
to take whatever action they 
deemed advisable to abate the 


mosquito nusiance this year, and 
gave them power to act on any 
campaign decided on to lessen 
the “serious plague anticipated.” 

This resolution, proposed by Ald. 
R. Winslow Hamilton and seconded 
by Ald. James H. Ogilvie, came 
after the commissioners had _ re- 
ported that a survey made by the 
assistant city engineer of abatement 
campaigns in Winnipeg indicated 
that they had not been very success- 
ful. 


LEGISLATION REQUIRED 


They reported also that legisla- 
tion would have to be obtained to 
permit the oiling of sloughs within 
a radius of five miles from the city. 
Another barrier to action, they 
stated, was the fact that it would 
not be possible to obtain the neces- 
sary equipment this year for spray- 
ing purposes. 

All these impediments to the 
campaign being started this year 
were related when Ald. Ogilvie 
asked for a progress report on 
the campaign. He was the spon- 
sor of the motion at the last 
council meeting in which the 
commissioners were instructed to 
survey the possibilities of an 
abatement campaign to cost up to 
$10,000. 

Mayor John W. Fry said it was 
the commissioners’ intention to 
bring down a progress report to 
council, but the data had not been 
received from the city engineer's 
office. 

“It seems that a report could 
have been brought to council to-| 
night,” Ald. Ogilvie commented. | 
From reports in the press it would 
appear that April 15 is the latest 
date on which the campaign should 
be started if the maximum effect 
is to be obtained, he added. 


ACCEPTED “AS FACT” 

Ald. Hamilton said that there 
was a considerable body of public 
opinion that considered the abate- 
ment campaign an accomplished 
fact. “We will have a lot to answer 
for if this campaign is not forth- 
coming,” he said. 

Ald. Ainlay asked if any action 
had been taken to enlist the co- 
operation of community leagues 
and other organizations in the cam- 
paign, and received the reply that 
nothing had been done along these 
lines. 

City Solicitor T. E. Garside, 
K.C., answering a question by 
Ald. Hamilton said that power 
to invade private land to carry 
out the abatement campaign 
could not be given by order-in- 
council. He added that something 
might be done through the pro- 
vincial department of health in 
this connection, 

Ald, Hamilton said that steps 
should be taken to endeavor to 
carry out an abatement campaign 
within the limits of the city, and 
moved that the commissioners ex- 


plore this possibility. 7
